LONDON, . May 32. ~An official com- 
munication issued this evening tells ‘of 
the sinking of the Spanish steamer C,*De} 
Eizaguirre. It omits thé point of origin 
of the information, which was filed Sat- 
urday at 5 P. M., but indicates a loss of 
life of approximately eighty, although a 
news dispatch reports 133 probably dead. 
The official statement says: 

“The Spanish mail steamer Cc. de 
Eizaguirre’s boat, containing her second 
officer, an apprentice, eighteen members 
of the crew, and two passengers, has 
reached here: The Captain and the re- 
mainder of the crew and passengers have 
not béén accounted for.

ON EXCESS PROFITS 


Banker Says It Would Bring in 
a Larger Return Than 
Proposed Levy. - 








BASED ON WAR EARNINGS 





Explains That 40 Per Cent. cn 
Earnings Above Average for Three 
| Years Would Mean $800,000,000. 





Otto H. Kahn has prepared a state- 
ment on war taxation in which he ad- 
vocates instead of the taxes proposed at 
present an impost on excess profits oyer 
the average earnings of the last three 
years at a very much higher rate. He 
estimates that such a tax would bring 
in a, far larger return and would fe far 
more equitable, inasmuch as it would 
reach only profits actually due to war 
conditions, His statement in part fol- 
lows: 

“It is absolutely right that no man, 
as far as it is possible to prevent it, 
shall make money out of a war in which 
his country-is engaged, but there is all 
the difference in the world between that 
doctrine and the unjust and immoral 
doctrine that no man shall be permitted 
to have more than an arbitrarily fixed

SENATORS FAVOR 
SHORT-TERM BONDS 


Majority of Finance Committee, 
Simmons Declares, Would 
Spread Cost of the War.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Senate 
Finance Committee will renew its work 
tomorrow. of cutting down the War 
Revenue bill as passed by the House, 
with its $1,857,000,000 appropriation to 
be raised in taxes this year. Having 
already lopped off about $250,000,000, the 
committee will find a way to restore 
part of it through other methods of 
taxation, while features still untouched 
will be modified. / 

Bstimates of revenue from changes in 
the House bill already agreed upon by 
the committee were announced - tonight 
by Senator Simmons as follows: 

From war excess profits, taxes on cor- 
porations; joint stock companies, as- 
sociations, insurance companies, and 
partnershipa, . $550,000,000; an increase 
over the present excess profit taxes of 
$850,000,000, and an increase of $150,000, - 
000 over returns provided in the House 
bill. 

From new taxes upon advertising of 
ali forms. including newspaper, maga- 
zine, billboard, poster, street car and 
others, $15,000,000; a net increase over 
the House bill at a general rate of 
probably 2 per cent.

C. Hoover. He believes the women may 
play a deciding part in the war, and 
they will be asked to sign a pledge to 
help him carry out his program. ? 

An outline of some of the war econo- 
mies essential to meet the emergency is 
given, and it is intimated that Con- 
gressional delay may mean a serious 
waste. The statement reads: 

“Plans are being developed by the 
proposed food administration in co-opera- 
tion with State food councils, State 
officials, the Woman's National Defense 
Council, and other civic associations for 
the recruiting of the whole of the women 
of the country definitely into the service 
of the food administration, so that if 
Congress passes the Lever Food Dill 
a vigorous campaign in conseryation of 
our food supplies can at once be started.

INDIANA TOWNS WRECKED. 


Seven Persons Dead and Several 
Hundred Are Injured. 
VALPARAISO, Ind., May 27.—Seven 





persons are known to be dead and sev- 


eral ‘hundred are injured, as the result 
of yesterday's storm, perhaps the most 
destructive ever known in this part of 
the State. Great numbers of cattle 
were killed in the fields. Many build- 
ings were destroyed. 

e towns of Hebron and Kouts were 
directly in the path of the tornado, and 
the extent of the damage there is not 
known, as the towns are cut off from 
direct communication. It is considered 
likely that a number of those injured 
will die. 

According to survivors, the cyclonic 
cloud seemed to strike the ground a 
short distance west of Hebron and swept 
away the buildings on several farms 
after destroying the entire west side of 
Hebron. The tornado shattered a big 
rain elevator, unroofing the Hotel Gor- 
on, and then swept due east to the 
village of Kouts, where thirty buildings 
were wrecked, including several churches 
and a big elevator and a@ creamery. 

Estimates of the property damage 
place the amount at $2. ,000 or more. 

The towns of Lowell, Crown oint, 
Shelby, Cedar Lake, and the adjoining 
territory near the Kankakee River also 
were visited by the tornado. It is esti- 
mated that forty persons were injured.

Help, 
not hamper, him at the polls. 


THE HOME DEFENSE LEAGUE. 

New Yorkers saw their Home De- 
fense League, organized to do the 
work of the police in preserving law 
and order when the regular force is 
called to sterner duty, on parade the 
other day and were mightily impressed 
by its appearance. These citizens, 
stock brokers, “merchants, clerks, and 
professional men, who buy their own 
uniforms and serve without pay, have 
not taken to their new job for fun or 
show. ‘That they march well, and are 
a clean-limbed, sturdy lot of men, who 
make a good showing on parade, is not 
to be disputed, but they did not volun- 
teer to leave their offices and desks 
just to parade. Police Commissioner 
Woops knew what he was about when 
he summoned a big force of citizens 
for emergency police work. The offi- 
cials of the Police Department have 
worked with their eyes open, and with 
commendable energy and intelligence, 
in selecting the men and training 
them. % ; 
Until Saturday there were only odd 
jobs here and there for leaguers. _ But 
that day more than 6,000 of them were 
Suddenly summoned to duty. From 11 
o’clock in the forenoon until night they 
took the places of patrolmen and traf- 
fic squad’ men who were called to be 
examined for promotion. All over the 
city the khaki-clad volunteers showed 
their ability to perform the ordinary 
tasks of the police. At night two of 
them had a taste of harder work, the 
kind of work the policestationed in bad 
neighborhoods get too much of from 
time to time., GABRIELO GILoTT: and 
PHILP MINKENBEOK were in the thick 
of a suddenly developed scrimmage on 
San Juan Hill, Tenth Avenue and the 
Sixties. Side by side with seasoned 
bluecoats they risked their lives in re- 
storing order. Their personal bravery 
reflects credit on the Home Defense 
League, on the whole body of New 
York citizenry. The city was well po- 
liced’ before. by Commissioner Woops’s 
well-trained, mealous regulars, It is 
doubly protected with the aid of these 
volunteers whe have met their first 
real test so successfully. 


CQ-OPERATION IN EXPORT TRADE. 

In the Senate the Webb Dill, which 
permits exporting manufacturers to 
use co-operative associations or com- 
binations for the promotion of their 
foreign trade, was taken up on the 
234, discussed for some time, and then 
laid aside. There was a favorable re- 
port from the committee. - Some op- 
position was shown by Senators who 
fear that co-operation to increase sales 
abroad would be accompanied-by com-. 
bination for control of the home mar- 
ket. It is unfortunate that final ac- 


layed. The bill was passed in the 
House last year by a very large ima- 
jority, and many industries began to 
make plans for co-operation, expecting 
enactment within a short time. It had 
the approval and earnest support of 
the President and the Federal Trade 
Commission. But opposition prevent- 
ed action in the Senate before adjourn- 
ment. Permission to make and use 
such co-operative associations is: need- 
ed now, and will have greater value 
after the coming of peace. European 
exporters used them effectively, in 
some cases with Government aid, be- 
fore the war. New combinations of 
this kind have recently been formed by 
neutrals. In the belligerent countries 
the use of combinations for the control 
of production and distribution may be 
continued to some extent in foreign 
trade after the declaration of peace. 
In competition with their foreign 
rivals our exporters should not be de- 
prived of such advantages'as they

In all proba- 
bility the bill will eventually become a 
law. Such time as is not required for 
the pressing war measures should be 
used in carrying it forward to a vote.

THE LOAN AND THE INCOME TAX 
EXEMPTS. 

Governor WHITMAN’s expression of 
his desire that all New York State of- 
ficlals should subscribe to the Liberty 
Loan is a model for all Governors. 
Although the Governor does not say 
so, there is a particular reason why all 
officials of every State should bear' 
their share of the financial burden of 
the war. There are 18,000 of them in 
New York. In all the country there 
are many times that army of well-paid 
persons who are not paying their share 
of the Federal Government's expenses 
and cannot be compelled to do so. ‘The 
Constitution forbids the nation to tax 
the salary incomes of the employés of 
any political subdivision of any State. 
The only public salaries which are 
taxable are those paid by the nation. 
From school teachers to Mayors, all 
are as exempt as millionaires who buy 
bonds to escape their taxes. 

If they should subscribe to the bonds 
in proportion to their incomé tax ex- 
emptions as interest upon a capital 
sum, they would only place them- 
selves on an equality with all who pay 
income taxes, and stjjl would have 
done little to redeem their stake in the 
country and establish themselves as 
patriots. Office holders above the in- 
come tax exemption limit in particular 
need to wear a Liberty Loan button.

SHIPS FOR RAILROAD NEEDS. 

Russia’s great need of efficient rail-’ 
road operation, with thousands of ad- 
ditional cars and locomotives, is shown 
by the. remarkable report* of WALTER 
Pettit, who recently returned to this 
country = after acting for several 


Ambassador in. Petrograd. At Vladi- 
vostok, the Pacific port te which sup- 
plies fiom the United States have beeh 
shipped, all the warehouses are full 
and goods of various kinds, worth sev- 
eral hundred millions, are piled up on 
the hills around the city. These accu- 
mulations include machinery, which is 
rusting, and cotton that has been 
lying for months -without cover pro- 
tection. Because of this freight con- 
gestion, he says, American exporters 
attempted to send goods through hy 
parcel post, and at the same port 

7,000,000 post packages have been 
waiting to be forwarded. At our own 
ports on the Pacific Coast are 350,000 
tons of railroad supplies, munitions,

railroad conditions in Russia that we 
are sending the commission of railway. 
experts and engineers, led by Joun F. 
Stevens, formerly Chief Engineer of 
the Panama Canal, which started from 
Washington on the 9th. Russia is 
placing orders here for 40,000 cars and 
2,000 focomotives. 
How are the 350,000 tons of supplies 
and this additional rolling stock to be 
carried across the Pacific? These con- 
ditions sharply emphasize the demand 
for ships. Of the twenty-three Ger- 
man merchant vessels seized in the 
Philippines, twenty will soon come to} 
San Francisco. Several of these must 
be towed, because there will be no time 
to repair their wrecked machinery. 
All of them should be used for the re- 
lief of Russia’s railroad system. Other 
German ships may be'‘available for 
such service, although probably they 
will be needed for carrying food and 
men across the Atlantic.. And railroad 
equipment is needed by France and 
Italy. We are planning to send new 
cars and old ones to those countries. 
Theré must be the greatest possible 
activity in preparing the seized ships 
for service, and in building the new 
carriers which our Government is 


striving to obtain. 
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UNNECESSARY RAILWAY WORK. 
Expert engineers and other skilled 
employés of our railroad companies 
are needed by our allies in Europe. 
Thousands of them will be taken 
from service here and carried. across 
the Atlantic. The enlistment of men 
for the nine regiments which will be 
sent to France was begun last week 
on the Pennsylvania road. By the 
War Board of officers representing all 
the roads, which seeks, in co-opera- 
tion with the Council of National De- 
fense, to procure the best possible 
service for the Government, the com- 
panies have been directed to econo- 
mize-and to eliminate all train work 
that is not absolutely necessary. 
Why should not work required by 
the valuation law be eliminated, or 
suspended while the war continues? 
In it are employed several thousand 
engineers and other skilled laborers. 
It does not assist military operations, 
and it largely increases railway ex- 
penses. The full cost of it will not be 
less than $60,000,000, and at the end 
it may have no value. It is going on 
under a statute parts of which, Judge 
Provuty says, do not mean anything. 
He ought to know, for he was chosen 
to direct the work by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, of which he 
was formerly a member. To satisfy 
all the statute’s requirements as to 
original expenditures for railroad 
property and the present value of it, 
he asserts, would cost_ more than the 
entire value now, which is about 
$16,000,000,000. Suspension of valua- 
tion work would release many trained

‘TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


\ Something between a 
suggestion and a de- 
mand is made by The 
on cele New York Medical Jour- 
rs * nal for the establish- 
ment by our Government of four special 
camps for the training of the many new 
army surgeons—from 8,000 to 20,000— 
soon to be needed. The sort of instruc- 
tion required for giving competence to 
this branch of the military service is en- 
tirely different from that of other offi- 
cers, so that in the ordinary training 
camps the candidates for the position of 
army surgeon are subjected to many dis- 
tractions and much of their time is 
wasted. The Journal thinks that four of 
the special camps are needed, one in the 
East and the others in the South, the 
Middle West, and on the Pacific Coast. 

This is excellent advice. The duties of 
the army surgeon, nowadays, and the 
expectations of what he shall do are in 
many respects new. As of old, of course, 
it is a part of his work to care for sick 
and wounded men, and to cure them if 
he can. This task is largely performed 
in base hospitals, however, ‘and does not 
differ essentially from the work done in 
any city hospital. It is highly impor- 
tant, but its requirements are such that 
the civilian surgeon can meet them satis- 
factorily. At the new army hospital 
of Columbia University, part of which 
will soon be in. operation, many young 

physicians and, medical students: will 

be trained in military surgery. The 
healins surgeon, properly.or distinctively 
so called, is chiefly occupied not in 
Gealing with men who have been in 
battle, but with those who are to be 
sent there, and his best achievement 
is making end-keeping them physically 
fit to hold and advance the fighting line. 

He must be, therefore, an expert prac- 
titioner of preventive medicine as applied 
to men living in army conditions, which 
are quite unlike those of civil life—a 
sanitarian as much as he is a doctor, or 
more. ‘To be efficient he must have an 
amount of authority. that was never in- 
trusted to thé army surgeon of old, and 
his title and rank must be, and in the 
modern army are, military, not those of 
a noncombatant. 

What the army surgeon, when thus 
equipped, can accomplish has been well 
shown in the present war. It has been 
notable, except in the Balkans, for the 
almost .complete absence of. the infec- 
tious fevers which formerly killed more 
doldiers than did rifles and cannon com- 
bined. Also there has been shown by the 
lamentable spread of tuberculosis among 
the French troops the, terrible danger of 
not utilizing adequately the available 
knowledge was as much the posses- 
sion of the French Army surgeons as of 
their British and German colleagues.

appreciate the situation, and that we are 
he further than it. warrants our 
habitual ideas of life and business.

The generation for which the civil war 
is much more than an episode in rather 
ancient history is almost goné, and its 
successors have been lessoned, laborious- 
ly and persistently, to be not less, con- 
fident of our unassailabflity than of our 
lack of inclination to assail other na- 
tions. The war with Spain, to be sure, 
was not so long ago as to be merely a 
story in a book, but it was short, easily 
won, and made no appreciable drain on 
our national resources in either men or 
money. Its effect, as remembered, is to 


quiet apprehension now, rather than to |. 


excite alarm or anxiety, for its tendency 
was to strengthen previous convictions 


that this country was too rich and pow-/- 


erful ever to be attacked with any hope 
of suc , and of ambitions for con- 
quest, with acquisition abroad of terri- 
tory or anything else, not even a trace 
has jexisted here for many a year. 

So it probably is true that we are not 
as much impressed and sobered as we 
should be by our entrance as partici- 
pants in the greatest of all wars. Too 

many of us, whatever we nifiy know with 
our heads, do not yet believe in our 
hearts that we are in for experiences 
such as are described in the dispatches 
and thé war novels, and the West and 
South, according to report, are even less 
awake to the realities of the situation 
than is the East. Pp 

It will not be for lack of warning and 
advice from the experts here and in 
Europe if we, continue longer in this 
dangerous state of mind, but who ever 
really learned much—or anything—from 
warning and advice? fost human be- 
ings are so-constructed that seeing and 
feeling are the only efficient teachers. 


~Bome surprises are 
more surprising than 
Research others, and the most 
Postponed. surprising of all, 
perhaps, are not 
those that come when unexpected things 
happen, but when people behave in ways 
we knew they wouldn’t. The frequency 
of that experience will never make it 
familiar. These remarks may serve as 
introduction for a tale told by The 
Grafton (Ill.) Times of one Frep Brar, 
a@ youth there resident. 

He is, it seems, half German by blood, 
but wholly American by education and 
inclination. The latter fact accounts 
for the fact that he has just enlisted, 
the former for his having been more 
than a bit apprehensive as to the way in 
which Grandfather and Grandmother 
ZIMMERMANN would receive the news that 
he was going to fight their Fatherland. 
The revelation had to be made, how- 
ever, and was, in a farewell visit before 
starting for the training camp. 

No excitement followed—no denuncia- 
tions, and not even any protests. Grand- 
father ZIMMERMANN only said: ‘‘ Well, 
FreD, when you go to shoot a German, 
ask him first if his name is ZImMMER- 
MANN.” Before the impracticability of 
this advice could be discussed, Grand- 
mother ZIMMERMANN broke in with— 
** Don’t you do anything of the kind, 
Frep, because he might shoot you first.’”’ 
Thereupon Grandfather ZIMMERMANN 
doubly proved the thoroughness of his 
Americanization- by saying, ‘‘ Well, I 
guess she’s rigjt. You better shoot him

. TRADE WITH NEUTRALS. 


A Reply. to Professor Hart’s Advice 
to “Face the Muslo.” 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of today Professor Al- 
bert Bushnell Hart, in the course of an 
article, says: 

‘The United States is at war bechuse 
Germany was determined that we should 
not remain neutral and thus presefve our 
privilege of trade and commerce and free- 

dom of the sea. We cannot fight, how-" 
ever, for those precious principles and at 
the same time’deny the right of Switzer- 
land, Holland, and the Scandinavian powers 
to trade with their immediate ‘neighbor, 
Germany. To refuse supplies to Switzer- 
land because that country exchanges prod- 
ucts with Germany for coal and other 
necessities of life, to embargo Denmark 
because that country sells butter and cheese 
both to Great Britain and to Germany, 
would be to cut the ground from under our 
own feet. Face the music! Weare the great 
world defender of the right of neutrals to 
trade with either or both belligerents dur- 
ing a war. We must either stand by that 
or else accept the German contention that 
we have gone into the war simply to save . 
the Allies from destruction. 

So says Professor Hart, and while 
his premise (the right of neutrals to 

trade with belligerents) is correct, his 
syllogism is incomplete and his conclu- 
sion wrong. The United States does not 
deny. td Switzerland; Holland and the 
Scandinavian powers the right_per se 
to trade with Germany. Our country, 
when it was a neutral, demanded the 
right under international law, to trade 
with both Germany and Great. Britain. 
But now that the United States is a 
belligerent, and at war with Germany, 
it has the right to demand that its citi- 
zens do nothing that shall give aid or 
comfort to Germany, its enemy. And if 
it be shown, as it has. been, that the 
products of the United States which are 
being shipped to Switzerland, Holland 
and the Scandinavian countries are be- 
ing used by those countries to fill the 
void created by the shipment of the 
products of those countries to Germany, 
then the United States has not only the 
right, but is as much in duty bound to 
declare an embargo against the ship- 
ment of its products to those countries 
and so prevent an equal amount of like 
products being shipped by them to Ger- 
many, as it has the right, and is 
in duty bound, to prevent the ship- 
ment of munitions of war from the 
United States either directly to its 
enemy, Germany,, or indirectly to Ger- 
many via Switzerland and Holland and 
the Scandinavian countries, and the 
sooner that the Congress of the United 
States awakens from its lethargy and 
passes an appropriate embargo act to 
correct this evil, the better it will be for 
this country, and the sooner that the 
neutral nations which are supplying Ger- 
many with sustenance by means of 
trade with the United States understand 
that it is not wise to, bite the hand that 
feeds them, the better it will be. for 
them also, perhaps.

A Belief that Conditions Will Be Worse secs They ‘ie Better—A. 
Growing Burden on - Allies. : 





New York, May 26, 1917. ~ 

To the Editor of. The New York Tinies: 
But'for the French and British offen- 
sive, now followed by that of Italy, 
Petrograd might.today be in the hands 
of the-Germans, Riga would have fallen, 
and Odessa: and Kieff} would be in im- 
minent peril. The countries which have 
sacrificed thousands of lives and poured 
out millions of money for Russia have 
now to bear, unaided. by that country, 
the entire brunt of the war, while Rus- 
sian peasants, soldiers,..workmen, and 


traitors, meet and talk as only Russians 
can talk. There is no fighting, no mu- 
nition making, little or no work, while 
these. muddle-headed persons are ar- 
ranging for themselves néw conditions 
of peace aad dictating to the experi- 
enced democracies of SBritain and 
France, and now of America, terms of 
settlement. in lieu of those long since 
decided and formulated by the Alilies 
themselves after long and serious con- 
sideration, 

The terms agreed upon by the Allies 
in conference involve no confiscation 
of territory jbeyond that which had 
previously been wrested from its own- 
ers by Germany and her confederates, 
aithough German colonies, which were: 
monumental “examples of misrule, as 
any one like myself personally ac- 
quainted ‘with the miseries of African 
natives under German .governance can 
attest,, will not be returned. On this 
point Iwill merely recall the recent 
speech of that . great Boer, General 
Smuts,- As for indemnities, about which 
Muscovite doctrinaires are now holding 
forth, M. Ribot has just stated the 
case. quite clearly, namely that those 
indemnities will be in strict repayment 
for the wrongs and confiscation wrought 
in the territories which Germany has 
‘violated with so much deliberation. 
France before the war lent milliards to 
Russia, Britain since the war has also 
advanced millions, and America is will- 
ing to lend financial aid. Is Russia 
going to throw over her democratic 
allies, and deny to France as well as 
Belgium the after-war restitution which 
is her due? It looks very much like it. 

In a lecture which I delivered in this 
city three days after the outbreak of the 
Russian revolution, and which was re- 
ported in these columns, I expressed the 
belief that Russia, with its uneducated 
and mixed masses of people, was not 
ripe for: a republican form of govern- 
ment.

The decrease in births was accom-

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If the stock market is a reliable ba- 
rometer of approaching changes in the 
industrial sjtuation the United States 
is now entering upon an era of even 
greater activity in manufacturing 
than that which has been experienced 
since the Allies began to place orders 
here running into hundreds of millions 
of dollars. The Stock Exchange last 
week enjoyed a great increase in 
activity, nearly all of which con- 
verged upon issues of manufacturing 
companies which are expected to be 
the recipients of tremendous orders 
both from this Government and from 
Great Britain, France, Italy, and 
Russia. Transactions averaged well 
over a million shares a day. They 


those of the previous week, itself a 
fairly active period, as the rising 
market was then getting under good 
headway. The advances extended 
through nearly the entire list, al- 
though they were moderate in the 
rails. More than a million and three- 
quarter'shares of Steel changed hands 
in the six days, bringing about a net 
advance of 11% points. The copper 
shares were only slightly less in de- 
mand, although the activity was di- 
vided, among a greater number of is- 
sues. The bull movement had its 
origin in the buying by professional 
traders, who realized that it was 
scarcely conceivable that the vast 
sum of money proposed to be spent 
here in the next few months could be 
distributed among industrial .corpora- 
tions and railroads without expanding 
sharply their net profits.

It is an inescapable 
conclusion that a considerable share 
of the vast sums which must be 
added to normal] Government revenues 
will have to be paid by business in 
the form of new taxes, but the wis- 
dom of so apportioning the new bur- 
dens that they will stimulate rather 
than restrict personal and corporate 
initiative is manifest, and has been 
so recognized by the Senate. Finance 
Committee ip its revision of the crude 
revenue measure turned over by, the 
lower house. 


The public looked on the rising 
market at first with indifference and 
then with distrust.

The effect of that announcement was 
seen in.a sharp advance in steamship 
shares and in a jump in cotton to new 
high levels for the season. The stock 
market was more directly affected, 
however, by the action of the Senate 
Finance Committee in atriking out 
the most obnoxious features of the 
new Tax Dill. 


It is highly desirable that any 
additional levy upon business to meet 
the cost of war sliould bear, as far 
as possible, upon the enterprises that 
benefit by war.

The Senate proposes to 
adopt the English system, or an im- 
provement upon it, by taking the 
average earnings of recent years as 
a basis for determining whit con- 
stitute excess profits. True excess 
profits found in this way can be 
made to, bear a much higher tax 
without inflicting injury~ upon busi- 
ness. To take a concrete case, if it 
were found that the United States 
Steel Corporation’s average net earn- 
ings for the period selected were 
$100,000,000 a year, a tax even as 


Jhigh, perhaps, as 50 per cent. might
